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New Allied Commander 
To Try Counter-Thrust 
To 'Pinch-Off Germans 


(Ry Uic AxHoclnhil J'raa) . 
' Gen. Maximo Weygand, the new commander In chief of the allies, 


was reported- today to be massing a huge Brltlsh-French-Belgian army 
to "pinch off" the 50-mile deep German salient striking into the heart 
of Prance on the Mcuse river valley front. 


Reports reaching Switzerland said Weygand envisioned a blasting 


counter-thrust from each side of the nazi "pocket," which has pene- 
trated to a point about 80 miles from Paris. 


The French war ministry, meanwhile, disputed a nazi high command 


report that German mechanized legions — plunging a massive two-headed 
Honking movement, toward the French capital and English channel ports 
— had captured St. Quentin.

•The French insisted that the city, 


80 miles northeast of Paris, was the 
scene of sec-saw fighting which left 
its fate still in doubt. 


The German high command said 


flatly St. Quentin had been cap- 
tured. 


Nazi mechanized forces were also 


said to have reached the historic 
Somme battlefield, of 191G. 


French military authorities ad- 


mitted that the enemy was attack- 
ing furiously in the region east of 
Oambal, only 70 miles from 
the 


channel port of Dunquerque (Dun-

O 


NE hundred years ago this month of 


May, Sir Roland Hill, an English school 
teacher, suggested to the powers that 


were at that time, that a penny adhesive 
stamp would be a wonderful thing1 to put 
on letters as the fee for delivery. 


Many there were who laughed at such an 


idea, but it was finally adopted and so the 
famous "Black Penny" of England was born 
and sent out into the world May Gth, 1840. 
It bore on its face a classic pose of the young 
Qu^en Victoria. 
That invention of Sir 


Roland's started a custom which has been 
followed all over the world. It started some- 
thing else, as well—the most- popular hobby 
in the world—the collecting of postage 
stamps, both used and unused. The United 
States alone boasts of something like five 
million of these devotees — and Germany 
about a million and a half. The first United 
States stamps appeared in 1847 and were a 
5 cent Franklin and a 10 cent Washington. 


The New York Sun recently devoted seven 


pages of its daily issue of May 4th to this an- 
niversary! 
Scores of writers have given 


years of research and study to this interest- 
ing hobby, and millions of dollars a year are 
spent in its pursuit. The most interesting 
book that I have read on the subject has just 
recently been published and is called "Paper 
Chase," by Alvin F. Harlow.

Its stamps very nearly make up a pic- 


torial history of a country. Thereon you will 
see the products grown, its native birds and 
beasts, its heroes, liberators, and rulers, as 
well as pictures of many of its scenic beau- 
ties and building and the customs and habits 
of its people. Many of the designs are works 
of art and beautifully produced. 
Certain- 


ly there is no more highly educational hobby 
in existence and none more fascinating. 
The 


great of the earth are numbered among the 
throng, of collectors of stamps that Sir Rol- 
and's invention created. 


In the British building at the New York 


World's Fair will be exhibited one of the 
finest collections of stamps, to celebrate this 
stamp birthday, that has ever been placed 
for public view.

hobby—but think of the romances in life 
that this useful invention has created and 
carried on. All hail the memory of Sir Rol- 
and Hill!

States alone boasts of something like five 
million of these devotees — and Germany 
about a million and a half. The first United 
States stamps appeared in 1847 and were a 
5 cent Franklin and a IO cent Washington. 
The New York Sun recently devoted seven 
pages of its daily issue of May 4th to this an­ 
niversary! 
Scores of writers have given 
years of research and study to this interest­ 
ing hobby, and millions of dollars a year are 
spent in its pursuit. 
The most ^interesting 
book that I have read on the subject has just 
recently been published and is called “ Paper 
Chase,” by Alvin F. Harlow. 
It is as absorb­ 
ing as a good novel. 
Its stamps very nearly make up a pic­ 
torial history of a country. Thereon you will 
see the products grown, its native birds and 
beasts, its heroes, liberators, and rulers, as 
well as pictures of many of its scenic beau­ 
ties and building and the customs and habits 
of its people. Many of the designs are works 
of art and beautifully produced. 
Certain­ 
ly there is no more highly educational hobby 
in existence and none more fascinating. The 
great of the earth are numbered among the 
throng of collectors of stamps that Sir Rol­ 
and’s invention created. 
In the British building- at the New York 
World’s Fair will be exhibited one of the 
finest collections of stamps, to celebrate this 
stamp birthday, that has ever been placed 
for public view. 
There is romance aplenty in this collecting 
hobby—but think of the romances in life 
that this useful invention has created and 
carried on. 
All hail the memory of Sir Rol­ 
and Hill! 
Cheap postage has blessed the 
world.
